The 
preaident and aaalatant caahiar affirm that 
depoaitora will get dollar for dollar, bat 
many appear to doubt that affairs will turn 
out quite so well It is very certain that 
the stockholder* will suffer heavy loe*. 

Various causes have been assigned for the 
anspension at thin time. Upon excellent au- 
thority it is learned that O. M. Jordan, a 
government examiner, was making the 
rounds of the local T^ational banks last week 
Biul by acfiiU'iit, or prompted by the rumora 
and uiiivemal unoasinces felt in relation to 
the Fidelity, began an examination of the 
affairs of tliat concern last Friday evening. 
Last night the examination had reached 
such a point tliat the examiner, for reasons 
which he discovered in the transactiona of 
the concern, it is said, reflecting upon cer- 
tain bank officials in their connection with 
the great Chicago wheat deal, notified theae 
concerned that after last night the vice pres- 
ident, E. L. Harpei , and the two oashien, 
Ammi Baldwin and Ben. £1 Hopkins must 
resign their oflloial positiona The order 
fi'oin the examiner, being peremptory, 
back.ed as he is by governmental authority 
in aecuring government money in the insti- 
tution, was obeyed, and Mesxrs. Harper, 
Baldwin and Bopkina did not take their 
uraal atationa behind the glided rallinga in 
the bank roooi thla morning.

Londoners. The crowds were unparalled. 
All night long hundreds of thousands of 
people, who, by reason of the crowding to 
anffocatlon of the hotels and lodging hotiaea 
had nowhere to lay their beads, tramped in 
•Bdla« prooaaaloa throagb the atreeta. 
Othem armed with camp rtoola and lanoh- 
baskets hi>trK)k themselvea to out-of-tba-way 
placefl and prepared to make the beat of it 
iutd the morning dawned. 

At an early hour the polii-e iletAils were 
trebled in strpii»;tli, and Wostininst-T abltey, 
which hnd been closely puariltvl during the 
nipht, wa-s surrounded by the jxilice and 
military, who kept thn crowd at a resjxH-tful 
distanca From early in the evening until 
daybreek cnrriii;;es and pcpiipages of every 
description crowded with occupants were 
driven toward the West End. At r, o'clock 
every point of vantage from which to ob- 
tain a view of the royal proces-sion was oc- 
cupied, and at ".t o'clock the crowd along the 
line of miiri.-h was one compact .mass of peo- 
ple, weil^jiHl ill and crowded in a most inde- 
scribable nay. The people were very good 
nature<l, however, and took the Jamming 
and crushing as a matter of oourae. i 
Detachment} of police were aent out to 
dear the roadwaya of the atreeta and accom- 
plisbe<l the task with great difBonlty. rh<i 
people tried in every manner to aid tbe otfi- • 
oera in the discharge of their duties, but it 
was a case of putting a quart in a pint pot 
The aidewalks would not bold the vast mul- 
titude and many of the throng were turned 
into diverging streeta, only to reappear, 
however, at other points on the route 
Honrs before the starting of the state pro- 
oeaaioD roofs, windows, balconies and stag- 
ginga hired for the occasion were black with 
tbdr tennnnts. who took up their poeitiona 
early, fearing tbey would otherwise be un- 
able to reach them. These fears were well 
founded, as tha subsequent failure of many 
to reach advantageous places they had pur- 
chased the use of a we<^k ago at enormous 
prioea sboweil. Himdrnis of mounted offl- 
oers and soldiers galloped hither and thither 
through tbe streets Issuing and executing 
ordara Aa tha time approacbecl for the 
pageant to move the eagerness of the multi- 
tudae to witnetM ttie show and eaiiooially to 
behold the'queen and th.i visiting royalties 
became so strong that for the momrtnt fears 
of dynamite and dagger were forgotten. i 

The line of procession to Westminster 
abbey was kept by nearly ten thousand 
troopa, representing all branches of the ser- 
vice, and in addition )VX) b<jys from tba 
naval trcuning ship were drawn at tbe baae 
of the Nelson monument The police force 
waa very large, and was under Uie command 
of Hir Charles Warren.

Ingarotiml Pall Mall east a large gallery waa 
erected over the colonnade of Her Majesty's 
theater, whilst 1,500 chairs, at fr6m three to 
five guineas each, were all filled Bt WhtarMO 
House, in Cookspur street. 

Trafalgar Sipiare was now reached, and 
everywhere one looked nothing but heads 
were to be viewed. The crowd was tre- 
mendous, and completely eclijisod any that 
has assembled at political gatherings of re- 
cent years. The steps and Hons of Nelson 
Column were (lacked with people, while the 
roofs and steps of Ht Martin's church and 
tbe atepe of tbe National gallary ware tai^ 
black. 

On the prof-osslon nearing the abl>ey the 
troops saluttnl, guns fired, the liells of the 
churches runj; out merry peals and flags 
were run up, the cheering being ci.ntlnusd 
until the queen had passed into the .rest 
door. After pa.ssing through the vestibule 
her majesty ivus conducted to the grand dies 
under the lantern t<iwer. Inside the scene 
wa.s brilliant. The lords and ladies had ar- 
rive<l arly, and many of them conf-wsed 
that they had not breakfasted, and ex- 
changed sanihviches. Flasks lUlert with 
sherry wine constantly boing passed around, 
and up to the time of the appearance of the 
first of the royalty there was a continuoa'* 
and invevorent bum. On the entrance ol tho 
queen the scene was absolutely dazzling. 
The ladies di.scarding their wrafie displayed 
their jewels, which flashed and reflect<'d as 
they r( flect«<l the rays of the suube^iins that 
found their way throu^jh the transepts. 

When the (pieen reached the dais she 
looked very pale and somewhat fatigued, but 
she soon recovered and woe a bright and 
cornpose<l countenance throughout the ser- 
vice. She was surrounded by thirty-two 
moml)ers of the royal family. In the abliey 
three tiers of galleries with 8»«ts were 
erected, seating about u-n thousand (icisons. 
The peers and their wives were sciitt'il in the 
south tranaept, the ambassatlors and diplo- 
matic corps being seated right ami left of 
the Jitters. Members of the f.oiise of com- 
mons were seated in the north transept, 
while the m«ts for memUtrs of the re. going 
families of Europe were within the com- 
munion rails. All the great learned societies 
and corporations were repr<*8ented, while 
the notables of the law, science, art and 
agriculture and workingmen's rep r aaanta 
tivea from all parU of the United Skfiilli 
had aeata duly allotted to them; 

When the services, which were conducted 
according to program, were completed the 
queen's sons knelt and kisswl her hand, then 
on their arising she kissed their i!bu«<ks in re- 
turn. The princessee were the next to go 
through the osculatory exercise. The queen 
kissed some of them twice, especially was 
this noticed in the cases of tbe Princess of 
Wales and Prinoees Beatrice. Tliis was fol- 
i lowed by a general handshaking among tb» 
royalty and noblMty. The queen bestowed 
two amacka upon the lips of Crown Prince 
Frederick William. The princesses all wore 
light droaoes. One of the features of the 
aenrioee was the performance of the choir 
and organ which was very fine, the effect of 
the music enchanting and at times thrilling 
tbe bearera. During tbe performauoe of 
I "Athalie" tbe queen took her departure, re- 
turning to Buckingham palace by tbe same 
route aa she took Juat bait a century ago. 

At the concludon of tbe aervices the royal 
cortege returned to Buckingham i>alaoe. 
Tha tbronga awaited the return of the cor- 
tege and repeated the enthusiaatio demon- 
strations which greeted tbem oo their way 
to tha abbey. The queen on her return aft 
I tha palace seemed fairly overcome by tha 

loyalty displayed by her aubjecte.
